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Nature reserve for town centre 


PLANS for a 420-tree nature reserve in the heart 
of Bridport have been revealed by the town 
council. 

Askers Meadow - which forms a 16 acre area be¬ 
tween the River Asker and Sea Road South - is mainly 
used by dog walkers and as a showground for the Brid¬ 
port Food Festival. 

The grassland is set to be transformed by the arrival 
of native trees such as oak, blackthorne, rowan, 
hawthome and silver birch, in the hope that more peo¬ 
ple will use the site. 

The trees were donated by the Woodland Trust as 
part of its Jubilee Woods Project after one woman’s 
dream to create a “place to escape” in the centre of 
town caught their imagination. 

Emma Parkinson, from Wootton Fitzpaine, saw the

chance to create something special after picking up a 
Woodland Trust leaflet in Bridport. 

She said: “I found a leaflet offering trees to anyone 
who had a good argument for planting them in a par¬ 
ticular area. I got in touch with [town surveyor] Daryl 
Chambers and asked if there was anywhere in Brid¬ 
port we could put forward and he suggested Askers 
Meadow. 

“When the Woodland Trust gave us 420 trees I was 
shocked, really thrilled. 

“It’s been my dream to create a place in the heart of 
Bridport where people can get lost among trees and 
have a place to escape 
from the town.” 

“We don’t have enough 
trees to create the forest I 
dreamed of, but it’s still 
great to be able to do 
what we are doing here.” 

Mr Chambers said the 
trees were just part of the 
plan to overhaul the 
meadow. 

He said: “I’d like to cre¬ 
ate a nature reserve here 
- repair the dry stone

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walls, get a species audit, tidy up some of the 
hedgerows and really make it a great place to visit.” 

Mayor and former ecologist Councillor Dave 
Rickard was delighted with the plans. 

He said: “It’s about selective management of the area 
to create a healthy environment. It can only be good 
for Bridport.” 

The saplings will arrive in November when a task- 
force of volunteers will be needed to help with the 
mammoth task of planting. 

The Woodland Trust’s Beverley Gormley predicted 
the trees would transform the area. 

She said: “Every single tree planted through Jubilee 
Woods makes a real difference. These 420 trees are 
equivalent to an acre of woodland and within just a 
few years these saplings will attract insects, birds and 
other wildlife to the area. 

She added: “It’s also great that so many people will 
be able to get together to plant the trees and hopefully 
nurture them in years to come.” 
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A road running through the site is underway to allow 
construction of a foot and cycle bridge over the River 
Asker. 

Once the bridge is in place the road will be narrowed 
to become a cycle path linking Sea Road South to the 
town centre.

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SERENNA DAVIES was born and raised in south 
Dorset before training as a nurse in Oxfordshire 
where she lived for nearly 30 years. 

After a spell in London she moved back to 
Dorset five years ago where she became involved 
with the Love Learning classes in Bridport. 

The 57-year-old now works for charities sup¬ 
porting bereaved families and vulnerable young 
people as well as offering a counselling service 
from her home near Winterbourne Steepleton. 

The mother of two grown-up daughters is 
about to launch a series of Bridport-based work¬ 
shops focusing on life skills. 


■ WHAT made you start this type of workshop? 

I felt it would be a good idea to offer workshops for the 
community on issues that most of us find challenging 
and where there is not a lot of support. I have been learn¬ 
ing Italian through Love Learning at the Olive Tree restau¬ 
rant for a year now and have been very impressed with 
the teaching and what they offer. 

■ WHO can benefit? 

Parents wanting to learn more about parenting. Children 
of all ages (including teenagers) wanting help with spe¬ 
cific issues or wanting support with these challenging 
years. Anyone who has suffered the loss of a loved-one 
and wants to meet people in the same situation and gain 
support and information on the grieving process. Any¬ 
one who has been struggling to lose weight and would 
like help with confidence and self-esteem issues while 
discussing why we comfort-eat and can't say no to some 
foods. Anyone who has recently retired and is finding it 
quite hard and is maybe feeling quite lonely. Anyone 
who is struggling with their work/life balance. Most peo¬ 
ple know things have to change but they can't see how. 

■ WHAT can people expect from one of your work¬ 
shops? 

The workshops will be relaxed and supportive. They will 
be interactive and we will work in pairs and groups. Par¬ 
ticipants will learn more about the subject being offered 
and they will get some ideas to help deal with the issues 
that they have come to discuss. The two-hour sessions 
will include a short break for drinks and home-made 
cookies. 

■ IS LIFE more complicated today compared to days 
gone by? 

I don't think life is more complicated, it's just different. I 
think we are all more open to accept that life changes 
and experiences are extremely challenging and most of 
us have not had the training to deal with them. We are 
more likely now to seek out a counsellor or therapist and 
accept advice and support. We also are more open to try¬ 
ing to get our needs met and not live our lives in sacrifice. 
Many men are resistant, but I find that they find sessions 



extremely helpful and start looking at things in a differ¬ 
ent way. 

■ ARE there experiences that have changed the way 
you approach life? 

I have experienced divorce and the death of family mem¬ 
bers and close friends. I have started a new life in London 
and now back in Dorset. The experiences have made me 
stronger, more positive and have made me feel very 
grateful for the life that I have. I now live in the moment 
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and enjoy life to the full. 

■ SPORTS psychologists have been in the news dur¬ 
ing the Olympic Games. Can counselling really im¬ 
prove sporting performance? 

Counselling can definitely help performance. Most of us 
believe that we are not good enough, do not have what 
it takes to succeed. Working on our blocks can help enor¬ 
mously. Psychology of Vision worked with one of the 
crews on the Round the World Yacht Race. They ended 
up being the only crew that stayed together throughout 
the race and they did really well too. 

■ WHAT made you start learning Italian? 

I love Italy and have been to Tuscany, Bologna, Venice 
and Sicily. Languages don't come easily to me but I have 
persevered, helped by great teaching at Love Learning 
in Dorset. I think it is important to make the effort when 
we go to other countries. We Brits assume that everyone 
can speak English. 

■ YOU come from a family with some history in Wey¬ 
mouth. Is family history something that interests 
you? 

My family has Weymouth's oldest established business - 
I J. Brown and Sons which opened in 1882. My family pro¬ 
duced the first qualified optician in the west country and 
my father was the first to fit contact lenses in Dorset. It is 
believed that my ancestor Sir John Brown traded in silk 
and was an admiral in Elizabethan times at the time of 
the Armada. I like history generally. Recently I have been 
learning more about the lost village atTyneham, where 
the families were evacuated during the war and were 
never allowed to return. It is a very sad story and seems 
very unfair. The MOD still own and use the land. 

■ IF YOU could run a workshop attended by anyone 
living or dead, who would be in it? 

Judi Dench, Rowan Atkinson, Julie Waters and Michael 
McIntyre. It would be hilarious. We would spend most of 
the time laughing. 

■ WHAT three new skills would you bring to a desert 
island? 

Fishing, lighting fires and being alone.

A MULTI-award win¬ 
ning wine making busi¬ 
ness popped the bubbly 
and celebrated its fourth 
vintage by opening a 
brand new shop and tast¬ 
ing centre. 

The grand opening of 
Furleigh Estate’s ‘The 
Cellar Door’ in Sal way 
Ash was described by 
owners as “the culmina¬ 
tion of all we have 
worked towards.” 

Ian Edwards, who runs 
the runs the estate with 
his wife Rebecca, has 
won a raft of interna¬ 
tional and national 
awards - including this 
year’s UK winemaker of 
the year- since deciding 
to take up wine making 
in 2005. 

It is a far cry from the

I’ve always loved 
wine and had been a 
member of wine clubs 
for years. 

“So I thought about 
wine making and when 
this place came up for 
sale it seemed to fit the 


bill, especially with Re¬ 
becca’s connection to the 
place.” 

It was quite a connec¬ 
tion: the farm in question 
had been Rebecca’s 
childhood home. 

Speaking at the launch 
of the new tasting centre 
in the heart of the former 
farm, Rebecca said: “I 
grew up here in this very 
spot as a little girl. 

“I was bom in Bridport 
Hospital, I went to Sal- 
way Ash Primary School, 
Beaminster School, the 
lot. 

“My father had sold the 
property in the 1990s but 
saw that it was up for 
sale again so when I an¬ 


nounced we were look¬ 
ing for somewhere to buy 
he told us about it.” 

Over a dozen awards 
for outstanding wine¬ 
making later, Ian and Re¬ 
becca capped the 
achievements by opening 


the wine shop and taste 
centre.

Wet summer hits market 


THE town's historic mar¬ 
ket suffered one of the 
worst summers in years, 
according to data col¬ 
lected by the town clerk. 

Bob Gillis told mem¬ 
bers of the Finance and 
General Services Com¬ 
mittee that income from 
the twice-weekly market

is likely to be down 12 
per cent on last year 
with cold, wet condi¬ 
tions blamed for the 
drop. 

He said: "Rural areas 
have been hit this year 
by the bad weather, 
both in terms of tourism 
and agriculture. Bridport 
market has suffered and 
income is down com¬ 
pared to last year." 

"The market is pro¬ 
jected to generate 
£94,000 this year. This 
compares to £107,000 in 
2011 ." 

The rain-drenched 
summer contained 
some of the wettest pe¬ 


riods since records 
began and has been 
blamed for cliff-falls, 
landslides and wide¬ 
spread flooding. 

But the town clerk of¬ 
fered a glimmer of hope 
for market traders. 

Hesaid:"ltdoes look to 
be picking up a bit to¬ 
wards the end of the 
summer. 

"We had really good 
markets the last couple 
of weeks and over the 
end of September and 
through October we 
might be able to recover 
some of that. 

'But we are not going 
to hit the heights of the 


last two years. 

"It's worth remember¬ 
ing that the last two 
years were exceptional 
years - very, very good 
years." 

He added:"The market 
is still fantastically sup¬ 
ported by traders and 
we are lucky with the 
number of traders who 
come out." 

Town surveyor Daryl 
Chambers noted the 
market fared better than 
many across the county. 

He said: "I have visited 
markets in Yeovil, Dorch¬ 
ester, Christchurch, even 
Wimborne - they all did 
a lot worse than ours."

CAB could face closure 


BRIDPORT’S Citizen’s Advice Bureau (CAB) will be 
forced to close unless steps are taken to secure fund¬ 
ing, a town councillor claims. 

Councillor Anne-Marie Vincent told members of the 
Finance and General Purposes Committee the free ad¬ 
vice service was under threat due to shortfalls in in¬ 
come. 

She said: “Everyone knows the CAB has a £20,000 
shortfall. It doesn’t matter if you are rich or poor they 
help you with legal matters, with housing, employ¬ 
ment, health. 

“If we cannot plug the shortfall it could mean the 
CAB closes down in a matter of years. 

“They give seriously valuable help to lots and lots 
of people in this town.” 

Councillor Martin Ray was saddened by the prospect 
of the Bridport branch closing. 

He said: “I do hope they can rake that up together 
somehow. They do sterling work in the area for lots of 
people with all sorts of problems. I shouldn’t like to 
see it close.”

Councillor Vincent added that a turnaround was still 
possible. She said: “They have advertised for three 
more trustees for the board and hopefully one of them 
will have fundraising experience.”

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Lengthsman position under threat 


A TOWN council position which 
dates back to the middle ages is 
under threat as government cuts con¬ 
tinue to bite. 

Bridport’s ‘lengthsman’ Kevin 
Eden has been employed to under¬ 
take maintenance work in the town 
since July 2010. 

But councillors at Bridport’s Fi¬ 
nance and General Purposes meeting 
heard how Dorset County Council

(DCC) is considering withdrawing 
the funding that keeps Mr Eden in 
work. 

DCC currently contributes £10,000 
a year towards the cost of hiring Mr 
Eden. But demands from Westmin¬ 


ster that DCC cut spending by £16 
million next year have put the future 
of the position, which is due to ex¬ 
pire in March next year, in doubt. 

Councillor Maggie Ray suggested 
reminding DCC that funding a 
lengthsman represented good value 
for money. 

She said: “It’s worth reminding 
Dorset County Council how cost ef¬ 
fective it is. [Without a lengthsman]

they have to send down contractors 
from Dorchester to do some of the 
work.” 

Mayor Dave Rickard agreed. 

He said: “It’s worth saying that 
they can’t just keep shunting work 
our way without us having the capac¬ 
ity to do the work. If work comes so 
should the money to do it.” 

Lengthsman Mr Eden feels DCC 
will have to find money from some¬ 
where if his vital work is to continue. 

He said: “I’ve heard there’s no 
funding come March, but they will 
probably find the money to keep me 


on. They’ll have to or else there will 
be no one to do the jobs. 

“County Council is not the force it 
was - they’ve cut a lot of their men 
back so this service is something 
they can’t allow to be cut. No one 
else will do the work. 

He added: “I very much enjoy the 
work I do. Every day is different 
with a different challenge. The feed¬ 
back I get from parishes for the work 
I do has been very good so I’m con¬ 
fident they’ll keep me on.” 

Lengthsmen were first employed 
by town councils in the middle ages 


to look after lengths of road. The po¬ 
sition continued until the beginning 
of the last century when roads started 
to come under the care of the county 
councils. 

Some town councils - including 
Bridport - have recently resurrected 
the position giving modern-day 
lengthsmen a variety of duties in¬ 
cluding maintaining open spaces and 
play areas, litter picking and sweep¬ 
ing, removal and control of weeds, 
cleaning and minor repairs of street 
furniture, grass cutting and minor 
building work.

JUST under 100 years ago a 38- 
year-old Chicago business leader 
told members of his business club 
they should reach beyond business 
issues and address the betterment 
of their communities and the 
world. 

Melvin Jones'group, the Business 
Circle of Chicago, agreed and the 
beginning of Lions Club orgainsa- 
tion was born. 

Similar groups around the United 
States were then contacted and an 
organisational meeting was held 


on June 7th, 1917, in Chicago, Illi¬ 
nois, USA. 

The new group took the name of 
one of the invited groups, the "As¬ 
sociation of Lions Clubs," and a na¬ 
tional convention was held in 
Dallas, Texas, USA in October of that 
year. A constitution, by-laws, ob¬ 
jects and a code of ethics were ap¬ 
proved. 

Within three years, Lions became 
an international organisation. 

The first club outside the North 
American continent was in China in 


1926. The first UK club was formed 
in London in 1950, and the Bridport 
club was formed in 1973. 

There are now almost 1,000 clubs 
in Great Britain and 1,400,000 
members throughout 193 coun¬ 
tries. 

Since then, Lions has earned high 
marks for both integrity and trans¬ 
parency as a well-run organisation 
with a steady vision, a clear mission, 
and a long - and proud - history.

When disaster strikes...

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■ BRIDPORT FM, the radio station 
broadcasting from the heart of the 
town for one week only, started 
transmitting on Monday. 

Keen-eyed visitors to the town 
centre might notice the 120 cm 
(four foot) transmission aerial at¬ 
tached to the flag pole on the 
town hall's roof. 

Cabling from the aerial stretches 
from the flagpole, over Bucky Doo 
Square and down into the studio 
cabin in the Bridport Art Centre 
forecourt. 

It will remain in place for the du¬ 
ration of the broadcast. 

The aerial was put in place high 
above East Street by a former 
Radio Caroline DJ who goes by the 
name of'Steve Satan'. He expected 
coverage to be wider than the 
two-mile radius initially predicted. 

The broadcast technician of over 
30 years said: "We've been allo¬ 
cated 15 watts by [broadcasting 
regulator] Ofcom which means 
the whole town should get good 
coverage and radios over two 
miles away should still pick up a 
good signal. In fact a good car 
radio could pick up a signal 20 
miles away." 

Any FM radio with an RDS en¬ 
coder tuned to 87.7FM should see 
the name BRID FM on the display. 
Digital radios will not pick up the 
broadcast. 

The radio station's locally-made 
programmes are broadcasting 
daily from 1 pm to 8pm until Sun¬ 
day, September 23rd, with music, 
drama, documentaries, interviews 
and news all part of the schedule.

THE roof of Bridport FC's function 
room has been earmarked £4,000 
by the town council to help with 
repair costs. 

The Financial and General Serv¬ 
ices Committee voted to press for 
funds to be made available at the 
next full council meeting. 

The full cost of repairs has been 
estimated at £7,500 with the foot¬ 
ball club itself responsible for rais¬ 
ing the remainder. 

The roof currently leaks, threat¬ 
ening to undo £20,000 of renova¬ 


tion that took place following 
flood damage that wrecked the 
building during July's historic 
flooding. 

The repair work following that 
disaster was only completed last 
week. 

Club chairman Adrian Scadding 
felt it was about time the roof was 
looked at. 

He said:"lt's coming through the 
roof when it rains. It's an asbestos 
roof which has been there since 
the building was built, possibly in 


the early Seventies." 

"We've just got the ceiling done 
so repairing the roof is a matter of 
priority." 

He added: "It's becoming a real 
sports hub in this part of town 
with a new artificial pitch being 
built to go alongside the football 
club, playing fields and leisure 
centre. 

"The function room hosts a lot 
of events like wedding recep¬ 
tions, so it's important for the 
town as well as the club."

The 'Misfits'actor talks to Marine Theatre Artistic Director Tim Bell 


Why did you decide to go into acting? 

I HAVE no idea! I must have had a screw loose, but it's just what I always 
wanted to do! I started a Saturday drama club when I was 11, and loved it. 
I guess it all just grew from there. 

Were you inspired by theatre and film when you were young? 

MORE so film, if I'm being completely honest. I loved James Bond films and 
I thought Sean Connery was awesome. I didn't get into theatre until a little 
later and that's when I became obsessed with Olivier, Gielgud and all the 
greats. 

Did you take part in school plays? 

YES, a few. But I was pretty awful when I was young! Very wooden and I was 
more concerned with what my hair looked like than my performance. I was 
a typical teenage boy and was fairly convinced that acting in the school 
play wasn't cool. 

Is acting in the family genes? 

MY family all work in TV but they are all behind the camera, but I suppose 
'showbusiness' is in the genes a bit! 

You trained at RADA. What was the highlight of your drama school 
days? And you favourite college role? 

I LOVED just being surrounded by people who were as passionate about 
theatre and film as I am. And I enjoyed the discipline it taught me. Up until 
I went to RADA, I was quite lazy and thought that I could just wing it. But 
you can't wing it at RADA. My favourite role was John Hinckley in Stephen 
Sondheim's'Assassins'. It's a brilliantly funny and dark musical for people 
that hate musicals (like me!) 

You played a part in the hit TV series Misfitsl Can you tell us a bit about 
your character and why you think the show was such a success? 

I THINK Misfits is a great show because it doesn't patronise younger viewers 
and doesn't make out that kids are either saints or villains; the characters 
are sometimes both and I think that's what makes them both very appeal¬ 
ing and very human. I played a very unpleasant running coach with a dark 
secret. It was great fun! I love playing bad guys. 

I Y Peterborough has just been to the Edinburgh Fringe Festival. What 
was it like for you as an actor? 

It was my first Fringe Festival and Edinburgh was a fantastic experience, 
but we had a very hectic time. I enjoyed it immensely, but after a month I 
was ready to return to normality! Luckily, the audiences seemed to really 
respond to the play and feedback was great. That's a testament to Joel Hor- 
wood's brilliant writing. 

After visiting a few regional venues, you'll be taking the show to the 
Soho Theatre in London. Are you excited about that? 

I LOVE the Soho and we're very excited to be going there, but we love this 
play so much that we would perform it in a cattle shed and be happy! We're 
looking forward to all of the venues on the tour! 

Are you looking forward to coming to visiting the Marine Theatre? 

I LOVE Dorset. Only a few weeks ago, I was camping with friends near Corfe 
Castle and I was absolutely blown away by how beautiful the scenery was, 
so I'm very excited about coming to visit Lyme Regis!

SCRUM DOWN: RUGBY ROUND-UP

Oaks felled in satisfying start for Briport 


ON another match day during which the water car¬ 
riers were very much in evidence, I made the short 
journey to Bridport to watch them open their 
league programme, with a game against the newly- 
promoted Oakmedians 2nds. 

BRIDPORT 29 OAKMEDIANS 2nd 0 

ALTHOUGH a breeze blowing down the ground 
threatened to make life difficult for the lineout 
throwers, other conditions were ideal for Bridport's 
first league game of the season. 

The home side had the advantage of the breeze 
in the first-half and certainly looked the more likely 
outfit in the first 15 minutes. 

They turned over possession on a couple of occa¬ 
sions and spread the ball wide on their opponents' 
twenty five but failed to convert half an overlap on 
the right, and the chance was lost. 

The visitors did not clear effectively however and 
conceded a free-kick from a crooked feed at a set 
scrum in front of their posts. 

Bridport'tapped and went'and lock forward Sean

The home side increased their lead five minutes 
later when Oakmedians lost control of their ball at 
a lineout inside their twenty five, knocked the ball 
back, and Pibworth was first to react. 

He got over ten yards in from touch. Lewis judged 
the breeze well to convert from out wide and Brid¬ 
port now led 14-0. 

The visitors were not protecting their own ball 
and the home side were prospering as a conse¬ 
quence. Oakmedians did come more into the game 
in the final minutes of the half although it was the 
home side who had the final chance. 

Their penalty goal attempt went wide however 
and was the final kick of the half. 

While I thought Bridport were good value for their 
14 point lead, their opponents would have the ben¬ 
efit of the wind throughout the second period. 

The second-half was scant minutes old when a 
melee developed around the visitors' twenty five 
and, after the referee had sorted matters without 
resorting to cards, the action in the next ten min¬ 
utes was rather desultory. 

At that juncture Bridport pushed their opponents 
off their own ball at a set scrum close to their posts, 
won the penalty and Lewis kicked the goal.The en¬ 
suing few minutes was the visitors' best period. 

They forced a succession of penalties close to the 
home line and I thought the home side were really 
in yellow card country before they finally turned 
over possession and kicked clear. 

With 15 minutes left Bridport prop Bobby Watts 
went down with a back injury that was considered 
to be serious enough to not move him, and the 


game was concluded on the adjoining pitch. 

The game had really lost its shape at this stage 
but, after an inconclusive five minutes it was the 
home side that finished the stronger, although they 
were fortunate to survive a charge down in their 
own twenty two. 

The ball went dead and they cleared from the 
twenty two and went on to make the result safe, 
cutting taking a wayward kick out of defence at 
pace and sending the ball wide for Lewis to get over 
and run to the posts. 

He converted his own try and his side went hunt¬ 
ing the bonus point. They got it at the last when 
they spun the ball from a scrum in front of the Oak¬ 
medians posts. 

A good run from the midfield set the position and 
winger Harry Clark got over in the corner. Lewis had 
struck place-kicks well all game, and his final effort 
rebounded from the bar, and was the last kick of the 
game. 

Truth to tell, I had expected more from Oakmedi¬ 
ans. The game was understandably a little "early 
seasonish" but Bridport, although they will realise 
that they have a bit to work on, will be satisfied with 
their first performance of the season.

FOR the second week running Weymouth, who 
have yet to win a league game this season, led at 
the halfway stage before being overtaken.
